ENOLA NO AND AMERICA AND WAR 
W ar between England and Germany 
may l>ecome an imminent possibility, 
not because there will be any real 
occasion for hostilities between these 
two great nations, but because the 
people of those nations at breakfast 
dinner and supper discuss snch a 
war as a probability. Oilier nations 
of Europe are naturally led into dis­ 
cussion of the same topic, and even 
in our own America there is .no little, 
comment along the same line as a 
m atter of world gossip. 
In this connection there has been 
some speculation as to the relations 
that 
would 
likely develop 
between 
America ami Britain in the event of 
a war between Germany and England 
Mr. Asquith has. in the opinion of W. 
T. Stead lost a great opportunity by 
failing to include America in bis es­ 
timate for the two-power naval stand­ 
ard because of kinship. His col leagues 
Gray, Haldane. (Morley and Church­ 
ill, recognized the error and hailed 
that he would seize the first oppor­ 
tunity to correct it. which he failed 
to do. 
The declaration experted was that 
the British navy twas maintained as 
a protection 
against 
foreign 
war; 
that war between the English-speak­ 
ing nations would be civil war and 
civil 
wars were never regarded as 
among 
the contingencies 
the navy 
was maintained to meet ; that the two 
power standard referred strictly to 
non-English-speaking 
nations; 
that 
neither on land nor sea did the Brit­ 
ish government make any prepara­ 
tions 
or 
incur 
any 
expenditures 
against what they regarded as the 
unthinkable possibility of what would 
be civil war among brethren. 
Mr. Asquith excluded America from 
the estimate, not l>ecause of consan­ 
guinity, but because of
